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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sasaki (US Pat. 
5,909,846). 

The Sasaki reference discloses a source of liquid 60 and a nozzle 67 with an associated 
dispersal face 80 (see Fig. 11a and 1 lb), wherein the nozzle is capable of being divided into a 
multiplicity of zones including an inner-zone with a tertiary aperture, an outer-zone and a mid- 
zone if one so desires with each zone having its respective flow rates. Furthermore, all 
introductory and functional statements of intended use have been carefully considered but 
deemed not to impose any structure on the claims distinguishable over the Sasaki device which is 
further capable of filling containers with a rolled or stacked absorbent material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
admitted prior art (see the conventional fill system and method described in the bridging 
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paragraph between pages 1 and 2 of Applicant's specification) in view of Sasaki (supra). 
Applicant's admitted prior art discloses a filling method substantially as claimed, but does not 
disclose a fill nozzle with an associated dispersal face. The Sasaki reference discloses a fill 
system having a nozzle with an associated dispersal face 80 (as discussed supra) to prevent 
dripping (see col. 1, lines 59-62). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Applicant's admitted prior art system to 
include a dispersal face on its nozzle in view of the teachings of the Sasaki reference to prevent 
dripping when the nozzle is not in dispensing mode. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Harper, Jr., King, Hennig and Arao et al. references pertain to dispensing nozzles 
with associated dispersal faces.
